He declared his belief that in 
permitting the absorption of the Ten- 
nessee concern he had averted a treat 
national calamity.

Denver, Col., Aug. 5.—Scattered 


for a quarter of a mile along a lone- 
ly 
mountain 
gulch, twelve miles 


north of here the dismembered body 
of a woman was found yesterday by 
a ranchman' whose .attention was 
first attarcted by a woman's shoe 
from which protruded the hones of 
the foot. 


Making his way up the gully he 


gathered together various part* o f j 
the body together, with torn clothing 
and pieces of burlap in which the 
body evidently had been wrapped. 


It is supposed that the body was 


washed from a shallow grave on the 
mountain side by floods that recent- 
ly swept down the gulch. . The con- 
dition of the body indicates 
that 


death occurred at least a year ago. 


There seems to be little doubt 


that the woman was murdered.

States was announced today. 
It is

Although this patent bears the 


number 1,000,000, it is really 1,009,957. 
Until J836, when the present bureau 
was organized patents were issued 
without being numbered. 
Between 


1790 and 1886 during which period 
patents were under control of thp 
state department. 9,057 were Issued. 


A steady growth, has been shown 


in invention genius 
In the

States since the formation of the pres- 
ent, bureau. 
In 18V only 109 patents

AX UNOFFICIAL SUPREME COURT. 


It has been intimated to this newspaper that th-.- 


committee on ordinances in the city council is reluctant 
to include in tbe new garbage ordinance a provision to 
compel householders to wrap their garbage in waste 
papers. Tt is felt by some of the committee, so the in- 
formation comes, that it will be to put householders 
under stress of inconvenience and hardship to make 
such a practice mandatory. We believe the commit- 
tee's sympathy to be misplaced and needless. This 
method of preparing garbage is followed with very 
vatisfactory results in some cities. To drain garbage 
atxl enclose each small accumulation in a bit of waste 
paper operates quite as much to the advantage of 
the householder as to the city and surely it operates 
beneficially to both. It is no species of inconvenience 
and certainly it is not a hardship. It makes the gar- 
bage cans much more easily discharged of their con- 
tents and in winter is a sensible measure to prevent 
'garbage cans from 
becoming loaded with heavy 


masses of ice that can be dislodged only by means thai 
work great damage to the cans. In summer it pre- 
vents fermentation and odor and the breeding of flies. 
'iWe believe that a vast majority of the women of the 
city can be brought to adopt this way of depositing 
their garbage without the compulsion of law, but here 


\ are others who will do no more than they are made to. 
!I£ the thing is a good thing all should conform to the 
.practice. At all events, we should like to have the or- 
^iriance committee make some inquiries as to the views 
lof those whom such an ordinance will most affect.

The last New York legislature enacted a moderate 


Workman's Compensation law. 
The act designated cer- 


tain occupations as especially 
dangerous. 
Provision 


was made that any workman in one of these industries, 
meeting with an accident, should receive a stated com- 
pensation automatically and without a lawsuit. 
Sim- 


ilar statutes are in operation in every country In Eu- 
rope except Switzerland and Turkey. They are regarded 
as essential to every Industrial community. 


The highest court of New York, the court of ap- 


peals, decided that the statute, while desirable, was un- 
constitutional, as it took the property of 
employers 


without due process of law. 
Erom this decision there 


Is no appeal in the state of Ne% York. 
But the action 


of the court has evoked a most remarkable and refresh- 
ing document from a body of legal experts. 


Professors of constitutional law in a dozen of the 


great universities have united in a document express- 
Ing the opinion that the New York decision is bad law. 
The reason for their opinion may be found in the full 
statement, which Is printed in the current, issue of the 
Outlook. 
It will he referred to by persons interested in 


thp legislation In question. 
But of even greater inter- 


est is the fact that these experts in law have felt it their 
duty to point out the errors In a state supreme 
court 


decision. 
They say: 


The undersigned, teachers of constitutional law 


in some of the principal law schools nnd universities 
nf the country, who have devoted years of study to 
the principles of Americnn constitution believe that, 
a compensation plan 
as moderate and 
carefully 


guarded as that embodied in the law of N'ew York is 
entirely constitutional, and they regard it as their 
duty to Inform thp public that there is professional 
opinion entitled to consideration which differs from 
that expressed hy the court of appeals of New York, 
and which 
mny and 
should he urged 
upon 
the 


courts of other Jurisdictions. 
They unite in the 


following statement of reasons why the New York 
view should be rejected as unsound. 
The document Is signe-1 by Percy Bordwell, Unlver- 


ity of Iowa; A. A. Bruce, University of North Dakota; 
F. .1. Goodnow. Columbia University; Frederick Green

These men have recognized a public obligation and

When a high court goes 


wrong on a proposition of the highest consequence in

mportance that, its action he reviewed and criticised 
by disinterested experts. 


The appearance of this unofficial supreme court Is 


an encouraging event, in American history. 


'A -TRUST WHICH HAS STRAYED. 


It is made to appear from all the testimony given 


\ by the steel magnates that in the beginning it was no 
part of the purpose of the organizers of the steel trust 
..to Attempt -anything like monopoly or put any restraint 
upon trade in iron and steel. If this be true, it shows 
with what perversity the "best laid schemes o' mice 
and men gang aft aglee." Charles M. Schwab, one 
of the greatest practical steel men this country has 
developed, claims the honors of having first conceivcc 
the United States Steel company in the form which 
finally it took and now presents. 
He affirms that 


monopoly was not sought, but merely an adjustmen1 


to equable and steadfast conditions. On the same hanr 
we have had lately volumes of testimony that the grab- 
bing of the Tennessee Coal and Iron company by the 
steel trust was not the looting of a rival to make the 
trust's monopoly tighter, but a magnanimous and pa- 
triotic enterprise to relieve some distressed gentlenier 
who were in a bad way for money and to spare tti3 
country a financial panic.

France is getting .ready now to proainit the use of 


absinthe, to end the continual sipping for which her 
men are famous. 
She has listened to the words of 


a commission appointed to investigate the matter of 
absinthe drinking, learned 
from that body that the 


liquor is extremely injurious to those who drink it be- 
yond moderation, and is likely to baj it from the re- 
public. The proposed law forbids the manufacture, sale, 
transport, keeping in stock and importation of all li- 
quors containing absinthe. 
The bill is to go into force 


two years after its passage, except, as it concerns im- 
portations, which is to cease at once. 
The two years 


of grace will give farmers engaged in the production of 
the absinthe plant an opportunity to change their crops 
and adjust their business to the new conditions. 


Recent action by Switzerland in prohibiting the ab- 


sinthe traffic had its influence on the French. 
In fact. 


the French bill is modeled rather closely upon that 
which the Swiss made a law. 
But in France Itself, it 


is evident, public opinion was beginning to turn against 
the use of absinthe, which showed a steady and rapid 
Increase for the 
thirty y --.rs immediately preceding 


IflOO, and in the decade Allowing that decreased 30 
per cent.

Subsequent events have proved the estimates In- 
adequate, and now congress Is to be asked to appro- 
priate $200,000 additional.

And thus the wars would begin, 
east and west, to thin out the ever in- 
creasing population, to keep the supply 
of humanity only even with the supply 
of game, not overlapping it. 


And a great "killer." a plain out and 


out man killer, was always of neces- 
sity a great hero among the Indians, 
"great warrior" they called him.

saw this well illustrated in one of thfl 
great Edison 
"Motion Pictures" en- 


titled, "The Legend of Old Scar Fac*," 
an Indian with a 
face 
dreadfully 


scarred from his fightings, and having 
an awkward limp in one leg. But for 
all that when he came to court the 
chief's Jiandsome young daughter she 
readily promised to marry the hero, 
he, however, first pledging? himself to 
go out Hone and attain show his prow- 
ess hy attacking the neighboring tribe 
to bring some scalps. The next picture 
shows him paddling slowly down the 
river into the territory of that neigh- 
boring tribe, one of whom he over- 
takes in hie boat, and stabs him to 
bis death, so easily, so gracefully 
without the least trace of any com- 
punction of conscience, • "killing" was 
his profession.

port presented yesterday by the sen- 
ate select committee, appointed to in- 
vestigate the third degree methods of 
the police authorities of the United 
States. 
Senator Borah presented tlie 


report on behalf ot the committee. 


The committee said the practice of 


hurrying accused men from one state 
to another without giving them an op- 
portunity to be heard should be pre- 
vented by prohibiting extradition un- 
til after the lapse of a certain num- 
ber of days or by some other effective 
plan. 


The only other recommendation was 


tho cessation of "jury shadowing" •»>• 
the secret service men. The inquiry 
did not extend to the police methods 
or the states or cities, tho committee 
believing the jurisdiction did not in- 
clude th«m.

Mr. Roosevelt then went on to read 


his statement, going into details about

New York and told how he had taken 
the responsibility to permit the trans- 
fer of the steel company and did it on 
his own initiative. 


Prompt Action Necessary. 


"It was a matter of general knowl- 


edge," he said, referring to banks and 
trust companies in danger in New 
York, ."that they held securities of the 
Tennessee Coal and Iron company 
which had no market value." 


Tho proposition of Messrs. Gary and 


Frick was, he continued, "that the 
United States Steel corporation shoxild 
take 6ver the Tennessee Coal and 
Iron company at once." 


"It was necessary for me to act at

It is goins: to reason 
with artists and musicians and writ- 
ers. 


The plan is good, but it does not 


strike one as being exactly a winning 
move in the game. For it is unfor-

chilling are the glances of outraged 
propriety.

In later days the attacks of infldels, 
first on the New Testament, and then 
on the Old, have left the bible in the 
twentieth century the "best seller" 
of all books in the world- 


Jeremiah wrote again the warnins 


words of God that 
Jehoiakim 
had 


burned, and added further Judgments 
against the wicked king, and we hava 
those words in our hands today in 
spite of many other efforts to burn - 
up all the bibles. 


Now the 
practical lesson in this 


story is that the tendency of the gen- 
eral public and even of many in the 
churches to avoid in the bible or leava 
out of sermons and 
lessons God's 


wortis about future punishment will 
not change the fact, but the neglect 
to proclaim God's loving warnings 
will increase the number of those 
that will go-to the reward of the un- 
KOdly.

• ; The ,Catholic MiMkmarin Who Preached the Gospel to the Mlamis

Trance, to discover. n«n countries that 
•ould be added to'the domains of his 
Ballon and, in connection with the 
trader, open up new fields of commer- 
cial profit. The backwoodsman was 
the trapper, intent on the hunting of 
wild animals for their fur. His home 
was 
only a temporary one. being 


wherever it proved the most profitable. 
The same was true of the trader in a 
very large decree, universally so !.-i 
'the earliest periods. 


The emigrant, who came at a later 


period, had the purpose to make this 
region his home. He was desirous of 
improving his condition in life, and 
purchasing & tract of land would clear 
part? of it and adapt it to farming 
purposes- 
He alone could be truly 


called the pioneer. 
The term "hack- 


woodsman" as applied to him is on 
improper one to use. He was the real 
pioneer in the tr"» «ensc of the word. 


The missionary was a different char- 


acter from any of those. 
He came 


not for personal 
profit or 
worldly 


gain. His mission was to do pood, ro 
carry the banner of the cross to a 
people who did not know Christ. And 
among the picturesque men of those 
early times the deeds of none were 
more glorious. 
Theirs was a. self- 


sacrlflclng life. 
They came here to 


serve God. to better humanity, 
;o 


bring th* teachings of the bible to a 
people ignorant of them, and that they 
accomplished a great work, boundless 
In the good done, history attests. 


It 1* of this character, the 
mis- 


sionary, in the early history of Fort 
Wayne that I wish to write In this ar- 
ticle. Before telling one of the stories 
of 
thU series connected with 
the 


British ascendency to the region of 
the Maume* Valley. 


It was the zealous Catholic mis- 


sionaries who first preached the gos- 
pel to the Miami Indians at this point 
•nd one among the earliest was Fath- 
er Claude Allouez. 
Concerning the 


exact time of his coming here and 
the coming of previous missionaries, 
•s is the case with most of those early 
events, there is a difference of opinion 
among writers. 
The Rt- Rev. H. J. 


Alerdlng, the bishop ot the diocese <>f 
Fort Wayne, has given thci subject 
careful research and In his splendid 
•work. "The History of the Dlocexn uf 
Fort Wayne." has this to say: 


"There is no trace. In the Jesuit 


Itelatlons, which were printed down 
to 1872, ot any knowledge ot the \Va- 
ba«h river or th« shores of Lake Erie. 
The relations prepared for the ensuing 
years to 1G79, which I printed from 
the old manuscripts, in all they say 
of missionaries employed in the west, 
make it evident that no Jesuit ever 
reached the Wabash before 16SO. 
The 


early maps of Jollet. their friend, and 
the companion of >tnrqu<>tte. do not 
Indicate it. 


"Marquettfi and Allouez reached tha 


Illinois villages by the way of the 
Chicago river and the Dasplalnes, and 
the 
Recollects with LaSellc did so 


by way ot the St. Joseph's. 
Father 


Allouez. subsequently to being In the 
Illinois country, founded a mission <>n 
the St. Joseph's, 
where wandering 


MUmls and Pottawottamles had gath- 
ered from Green Bay. in which dis- 
trict h& had long: ministered to them 
and the Maskoutens. The Marquis dc 
Denonvllle In October of 1686 srrantrHi 
to Father Claude Dablon. superior of 
the Jesuit missions in Canada, a trad 
of land along th» St. Joseph's at. fnicji 
a point as he might select for a chapel 
and residence. 
A modest chapel and 


mission house rose twenty-five leagues 
from the mouth of the river and here 
Father Claude Allouez died on Au- 
gust 27-8, 1689. and his remains, not 
improbably, repose within the limits 
of Indiana.

finally, in 1733, the Post au Ouahache. 
At this last post a chapel, dedicate--! 
to St. Francis Xavler, was er^ctf-rl nn<1 
there seems to have been chapels *t 
Fort Miami and Fort Ouiatenon. 


"On the 22nd oe July. 1741, a child 


•wa» born at the last, of these, who re- 
ceived in baptism the name of An- 
thony Foucher. This V'Oy WSK destined 
to be the first native of the Woh,i*h 
Valley, 
or, Indeed, of the western 


country, who was raised to tlif priest- 
hood. He was ordained by th.1 hlshoii 
of Quebec October 30, 1774. and be- 
fore he died, in 1812, a bishop from 
the southern banks of the Ohio was 
receiving the faith among his coun- 
trymen on the river of his birth." 


With this Introduction I will en 


deavor to paint a woM nl^tt're of one 
of the first meetings of the mission- 
aries with the Mlamis at this point 
and for much of It I am indebted to 
that interesting 
historical 
and bio- 


graphical writer, John S. C. Abbott. 


The occosion, is will be noticed, was 


not the first vUit of a missionary to 
this place. LaSelle was accompanied 
by a. missionary when he visited Ke- 
kionga, but it was very early in the 
subsequent missionary work of the 
Jesuits among the Miamls. 


There were two of the missionaries. 


accompanied by their Indian guides on 
this occasion. They came by the wa- 
ters of the St. Joseph's In their birch 
park canoes. 
Their approach was 


known to tha Mlnmls, one ot whose 
number had seen them far up the riv- 


er. They knew them as missionaries 
from the black gowns they wore, for 
they had heard of their visits among 
the tribes. 


The missionaries were met near to 


the shore where the canoes had landed, 
and one of them inquired of the lead- 
er of the Mlamis to what nation they 
belonged. 


"We are Miamis," was fne reply, 


"and in token of peace we have brought 
you our pipes to smoke. 
We invite 


you to our village." 


The village was only a short distance 


away and thither the missionaries and 
?h»ir guides went. The Miami chief 
met them at the door of his wigwam 
and inviting them in they entered. 
Forma! words of welcome were ex- 
changed and thp missionaries then ex- 


holding In hli hand u. pipe matte of 
tom« highly poliihed red stone, carvtd 
and ornamented with leather*, th« 
stem being a reed nearly two feet lone, 
"I present to you this aacred calumet. 
It tlgniflee that,. wherever you bear It, 
you are the messenger of peace-, All 
our tribes will respect It and wjjl pro- 
tect you from every harm." 


Then, the formal ceremonies of -wel- 


come over, a great feait wan given. It 
consisted of four courses. 
The first 


wag Indian meal, served on a woodtn 
plate- It was eaten with melted fat. 
The 
second was 
boiled fish, from 


which the bones had been carefully 
removed. The third was the tendar 
cut* of buffalo meat. 


The fourth and last course was one 


against which the stomachs of the 
mlso'.pnarles rebelled 
and the chief 


considerately ordered it removed. 
It 


was a baited flog. This was consid- 
ered a great delicacy by the Indians 
and was deemed the highest compli- 
ment they could show to their guests. 


The feast 
over, the missionaries 


were taken to each one of the wig- 
wams of the viUase and introduced to 
the inmates, after which they were 
given a wigwarn of their own near to 
that of the chief. 


Throughout the succeeding years, 


history bears evidence, the Catholic 
misfionarles were always cordially re-

ward repeated in a public manner at 
a gathering of the tribe held in the 
open air on the council grounds of the 
Mlamis. 
There 
the 
warriors,

women, and the children were as- 
sembled 
Mats 
Ingeniously 
woven 


from ruches were provided for the mis- 
sionaries on which they sat. The In- 
dians spread out their blankets for 
themselves. 


Then the chief arose and in a few 


appropriate words bade the strangers 
welcome ro his country, to which one 
of the missionaries replied as follows: 


"We have come as friends to visit 


you. 
God, the Father of us all, has 


sent me to communicate his will to 
you. 
He wishes you to acknowledge 


and obey him. 
My king, the great 


chief of the French, wishes that peace 
should reign everywhere, that there 
should be no more wars. We do not 
come among 
you to collect beaver 


skins, but to teach you to love and 
obey tho Orent Spirit.

the kindness of the missionaries In 
times of sickness and misfortune. 


Finally when missionary 
stations 


wore established among them in -ill 
the principal villages the work-of In- 
Btruutlng the Indian worn begun m 
earnest. On the days for the religious 
•ervjccs the missionaries would as- 
semble the Indians early In the morn- 
Ing and. after prayers. Instruction in 
religion was given them, followed by 
sinKlng. 
At the conclusion those de-

arles were generally engaged In vieit-

It was a life of defeats and 
triumphs, replete with danger* an 3 
hardships, but triumphant In the end. 
At times he had hard work to prevent 
the Indiant from adorning him as a 
god; at others they were about to 
sacrifice him to their deities. 


It Is noteworthy that much of "his 


trouble came from the IrpquoU In- 
dians, who murdered Joques. Brebetif, 
and other missionaries in the east, 
and who at that time were drifting: to- 
wards the w«*t. 


There it an especial distinction to 


be awarded to Father Allouez. this 
grand early Catholic missionary. This 
lies In the fact that he was the fir.it 
vicar general In the Unlt«d States, 
this title having been conferred on 
him by Monielgntr Laval, the bishop 
of Quebec. His Jurisdiction extended 
over the entire western country, In- 
cluding Indiana, 
and embraced 
*he 


French traders and the natives, all the 
Indian tribes. 


It was such holy, sclf-sacrincinf 


men. represented In tho type of Father 
Allouec. who

Christian civilization in this region 
of the northwest.

heaven. 
God Is no respecter of per- 


sons.

It Is the same gospel our ministers 


are teaching today- Then, as now, it 
found its bitter antagonists. 
With 


the Indians, as is the case now in 
every city, town and hamlet, there 
were those who did not wish to be 
holy. 
They 
hated 
a 
gospel which 


demanded the abandonment of sin. 


These Indians ofThe long ago. with 


bloody tomahawks and gory scalping 
Itnlves, sounding the hideous war- 
whoop and delighting in cruelty to 
their enemies, and who considered that 
the slory of their manhood depended 
on the number they had slain in bat- 
tle, if they denounced the Christian 
teaching, were no more enemies of 
Christ and were less guilty in the 
sight of God than the men who today 
are laying barriers In the way of the 
advancement of His kingdom.

Tho 
posl; consisted of a birge hut. nnd four small onr.s in 
nn enclosure one hundred nnd fifty feet square, sur- 
rounded by a stockade of logs sixteen foot in height, 
and tightly secured. 
The uprights wore braced by 


heavy timbers placed agninst them within the stock- 
ade, nnd those supports were inclined at, an angle of 
about forty-five degrees. Such nn arrangement, pro- 
vented the logs from being pushed In nnd nlso from 
being drown forward, as they were firmly attached 
to the braces. 


Cleats were nailed to the Umbers, on which the de- 


fenders of the stockade could climb up in order to 
shoot, resting their guns upon the logs of the stock- 
ade. 
The logs themselves were driven into the earth 


for six foot, of their length, thus leaving sixteen foot 
above the surface. 
For n hundred feet about the 


stockade on all four sides the ground hnd been 
cleared, nnd beyond this wns n dense forest, with 
much tangled hush in the front.

Here and there we had tried to 


wet down the roofs, but little of that kind of work 
could be done. 
The rain of fire lasted two hours. The arrows, 


which are favorite weapons of all African savages, 
are slender shafts about the heads of which are wound 
wisps of dried grass. These tips are then dipped 
into boiling beeswax and permitted to cool. 
The 


natives light them from a smouldering fire which 
they have made for themselves by mbbing sticks 
of wood to get the sparks. We kept our little fire 
department so active, however, that the besiegers 
soon saw that they did nothing but what we could 
overcome, and they stopped their archery. 


When I was not otherwise engaged I was trying 


to devise what I would have done if the positions 
of garrison nnd besieged had been reversed. We saw 
on the morning of the second day that they were 
up to something, so unwonted was the quiet, and we 
made out that the enemy was working very bard. 
We guessed, as we subsequently found was true, that 
they were trying to dam the stream. Through the 
leafage I got a glimpse of a gleaming headdress, and 
1st go a rifle bullet.

senses, but It often calls into play senses -which arfe 
seldom noticed or used. A blind person can usually 
count the trees and telephone poles and other similar 
objects as he walks past them without touching them, 
and he notices when a building stands close to the 
street. 
He can distinguish a long passage from a 


square room and can locate doortva.vs along a passage 
when they are deep, sometimes distinguishing by this 
same sensntiou whether the door is open or shut. He 
can sometimes perceive a hand held near his face or 
head. 


Many persons often make use of this same sense in 


petting about in the dark. The probable explanation 
seems to be that external objects, like a tree or a wall, 
intercept the air currents and this is felt by the nerves 


of the face and head. The wind interferes with this- 
sensation out of doors, and wrapping up the face and 
head is highly detrimental to it. This sense is, at ths 
best, generally not unerring, and its use requires more 
or less strict attention. Unless one is walking care- 


fully it is not sufficient to avoid collision with an un- 
expected object, but it is nevertheless a fact and is 
often of real value. 


Blind people do not often locate things by counting 


their steps, as is so popularl;tsunposed, for one takes 
shorter or longer steps under different circumstances, 
depending upon one's mood, the weather, the sidewalk 
and whatever is going on at the time in the street, and 
the endless numbers of steps which he would have 
to remember would make it impossible. 


The sun and the wind I have not found valuable as 


a means of locating myself in the city. They vary 
constantly, especially when Interfered with by build- 
ings, and a town is not always laid out by geometry

If I have a com- 
panion I like to walk with him in such a way tnst be 
is just enough ahead of me to step up or down a frac- 
tion of a second before I have to take the trouble, eo 
that I hnve an instant's warning of what is to happen 
without his being obliged to stop conversation to tell 
me. A blind person depends in this way upon a com- 
panion without effort, and anybody very soon comes 
to adapt himself to the blind person's needs without 
thinking about it. Some blind people are said by see- 
ing friends to be unusually sure footed.

We can make a balanced ration 


from corn ensilage and alfalfa hay, 
but such a ration contains an excess 
ot coarse fiber and requires too great 
an expenditure of energy to digest and 
assimilate it. 


Such a ration may bo greatly Im- 


proved by tho addition of a few 
pounds of concentrates. 


Cows that are giving milX must 


have an abundance of protein. 
Tho 


more protein we feed up to a certain 
point the larger the milk flow. It is 
the amount of food over and above 
rhat required to maintain the body 
•hat goes to stimulate the milk pro- 
jection. 
The Cerman standard of feeding 


calls for one and one-quarter pounds 
of protein for every ten or twelve 
pounds of milk. 


Another principle is that feeding 


contentrates rich in nitrogen and 
mineral matter Increases the value of 
tho manure and much of the profits 
from high feeding must bo made 


Cows must have good care and 


comfortable surroundings if they are 
to respond to intelligent feeding. The 
great problem In connection with the 
stable Is to keep it warm and well ven- 
tilated at the same time. Pure air Is 
just as necsssary to the cow as food. 
Sunlight Is another essential. Dark 
stables where sunshine never reaches 
breed disease. 
Sunlight Is a tonic, a 


stimulator 
and Invigorator to all 


animals. 


There seems to bo a wide diversity 


of opinion among dairymen as to how 
much exercise tho dairy cow should 
have, and I wish to say that I am 
not a member of the class who believe 
in shutting in the cows from October 
until Juno without turning them out 
for exercise. 


There Is a muscular tone and vigor 


that must be kept up to maintain 
health. 
With nil our present-day 


systems of ventilation and improved 
methods of tlelng the cows, we must 
give the cows some out-door exercise 
f we secure the best results of pro- 
duction and procreation.

his hogs were not eating ij-ell arid he 
could not understand what caused the 
sores to break out. 


This bunch of hogs of all ages, from 


throe-months-old plga to three-year- 
old sows, ran on a pasture during the 
day but at night slept in houses which 
were used for the winter quarters. 


I suggested that the trouble might 


be caused by lice, and the farmer 
caught two or three pigs and found 
them almost alive with parasites. 
He 


was astonished and admitted that he 
had never examined one of his animals 
before. 


Many farmers do not realize that 


lice are a source of tremendous loss 
.n the raising of hogs. They worry 
the animals and prevent their feed- 
,ng well, and In many cases produce 
sores or eruptions which 
naturally 


retard growth. 


It is not difficult to rid the pig of 


lice by dlppne or spraying, but these 
remedies are of no use unless the 
pens and sleeping quarters are rid of 
the lice as well. 


The best dip to use Is some of the 


tar solutions as they are harmless. 
We do not believe in kerosene emul- 
sion because unless great care Is taken 
to keep the solution very weak the 
animals will blister If allowed to run 
In the hot sun after being sprayed. 


When a bunch of hoga Is badly 


Infested tho animals should be dipped. 


sprayed they should be turned into a 
clean lot that has never beep used for 
hogs and the old quarters should be 
abandoned, or if this Is not practic- 
able, every particle of bedding and 
litter In the yards muet be raked, 
swept up and burned, and every foot 
of ground in the yards and the fences 
and sleeping quarters, as well, thor- 
oughly sprayed with a strong dis* 
Infectant.

Kerosene emulsion, which Is cheap, 


can be used In this way to. advantage. 


The hogs should not be returned to 


the old quarters for several weeks, and 
a second spraying or even a third be- 
fore the hogs are turned In is ad- 
visable. 


If the hogs are allowed to occupy 


the same pens and sleeping quarters 
year after year, which are not fre- 
quently cleaned and sprayed as above 
suggested, lice will surely get into 
the herd. 


As this parasite multiplies with tre- 


mendous rapidity It only takes a short 
time to thoroughly Infest hogs ao that 
their thrift will be Impeded. 


The hog louse affects no other 


animal, but devotes his entire time 
and attention to the swine. While, he 
Is quite tenacious in his efforts to live, 
still a moderate application of dips 
and sprays and the burning of old 
bedding and whitewashing of the In- 
teriors of sleeping quarters will quick* 


although spraying may be used, pro-1 ly put him out of business.

F a track athlete with a weak hPiirt ran win two 
•world's championships and break one :ind ermal 
another record on the same day, what can an ath- 
lete with a normal heart do? 


That was the question askod of the physicians 


who three years ago declared Meivin Shoppard, the 
king of all middle distance runners, physically unfit 
to be a policeman in New Turk city, on the grounds 
that his heart was -weak. Throe weeks lator the same 
roan, representing America at the Olympic sanies iu 
London, electrified the world by taking into camp 
Britain's best distance men. and running eight hundred 
metres fa'stcr th:in this distance has ever been run. 
He is not "pounding" a beat now. That question has 
been settled long ago. He is now ;i valued member 
of the customs service of the port of New York by 
special appointment from President Knosevett in rec- 
ognition of his work at the Olympic meet. 


With the exception nf the groat and only Lon Mey- 


ers, Sheppard is perhaps the greatest middle distance 
runner that America has ever produced. From the 
time he started running an schoolboy at Brown 
"Prep" School, of Philadelphia, he was always in the 
public eye, and has remained there ever since. His 
life has been a most picturesque and eventful one. _^ 
He has crowded Into his twenty-eight years of exist-.?! 
ence experiences that would do credit to a man twice/j 
his age. 


Even as a schoolboy his ability was recognized in 


a singular manner. 


"You know," said "the Peerless One." as he Is 


sometimes called, "over in Philadelphia they did me 
the honor of hiring private detectives to keep on my 
rail. As you arc probnlily aware, the use limit in 
scholastic circles is twenty-one years. I was a rather 
husky looking youngster In those (lays, and while I 
was older than many of my competitors. I can hon- 
estly say that I never competed in a schoolboy meet 
when I was ineligible. 


"My mother was the innocent muse of nn uncalled 


for bit of notoriety, as she furnished (he Information 
which led up to nn article in one of the Philadelphia 
papers concerning my ngc. One of the schools hired 
a couple of private detectives to find out all about me, 
IS I was regularly defeating all of the best men they 
rould turn out. It wns thought that. I micht be a pro- 
fessional, and my whole record was put: through n 
Ble.ve without anything being due up to disqualify me. 
Finally the plan was hit. upon to have me declared 
Ineligible on account, of nge. 


"As I stated before, I wns not. exactly n youngster. 


I could not afford to go to school nt the same time :i* 
the others flnd had to support myself almost entirely 
Dn my earnings. The detectives posed us census tak- 
ers, and took the pedigree of Hie whole family, finally 
asking where, T was born, and then it. was easy to get 
my birth certificate. 


"Finding out that I was eligible to compete, they 


waited until I was twenty-one, years of ape, when I 
was ready to drop interscholasllc: athletics. On the 
date of my twenty-first birthday 1 picked up an even- 
ing paper and, as usual, turned to the. sporting pau-i. 
To my amazement I read in flaring headlines thu fol- 
lowing announcement:— 


" 'Sheppard Ts Now Ellsibie to Vote, 
'"But Is Ineligible to Run.' 


'The article then went on to explain that I was 


twenty-one years of age and that I could not compete 
in scholastics. It was undue notoriety, perhaps the 
most that lias ever been handed to a schoolboy ath- 
lete, but I fooled them nil, because I didn't enter a 
meet after or tnree weeks before my twenty-first 
birthday." 


Sheppard's experiences have be.en trying. When he 


joined the Irish-American A. C. he made his home 
In New York and found himself a job as n boss of 
street repairs with one of the large contracting firms 
111 the city. He had a good chance 1o display his 
sprinting powers on more than one. occasion, acc.ird- 
Ing to his own statement, for there were, times when 
workmen, aggrieved over some fancied slight, would 
get after him with picks or shovels or Mime, other 
equally.pleasant implement.-! of torture. lie was al- 
ways in shape in those days and did not have, to go 
out to any athletic field to train. 
He had all of the 


running he -wanted while at work. 


.. 
His Schoolboy Records. 


Sheppard was the first schoolboy who over nego- 


tiated the mile route under -1m. 30s. 
He ran the. dis- 


tance in better 
time, on several 
occasions and 


was practically In a class by himself at tl.e. middle 
distance events. In the last four years he has con- 
fined himself to the half mile and the thousand yard 
races, being until recently without a peer in the world 
in these events. In the last year Harry (rissintr, a 
youngster who has had the benefit, of advice by Shep- 
pard and his coach, Bernie AVefnrs, has pome to the 
front and bids fair to take Pheppard's place as the 
best middle distance runner in the world. 


Sheppard's possibilities as an athlete in his parly 


schoolboy days were discovered by "Mike" Murphy, 
the famous trainer of Uie, University of Pennsylvania; 
"Al" Copeland, who was then trainer of the New York 
Athletic Club track team, and "Krnie" Hjertberg, 
trainer of the Irish-American Athletic Club. Bot.li of 
the-big New York clubs tried to-get the athlete. Hope- 
land, who later discovered J'Billy" Queal, the greatest 
professional distance runner in America, tried hard to 
get Sheppard, but, the Winged Fist, club had bagged 
him, and, of course, "Mel" .stuck to his first choice. 


Copeland was very much "hot. up" over the affair. 


"That boy is a world beater," he said, and Copeland 
certainly knew what he was talking about. His 
greatest feat as a. trainer Is probably the discovery of 
"Billy" Queal, who, like Sheppard, has had a varied ca- 
reer, and Is regarded among the professionals in the 
game manner thnt Sheppard is among the amateurs. 


Their careers are almost parallel. Queal was niak- 


Queal followed Coppland's advies and trained as di- 
rected, and "Al" departed for Princeton to take charge 
of the Tiger athletes.

N. Y.. two years ago. and 
now lie is one of the most, talked of men in the athletic, 
world. H took him .inst three, months to establish 
himself In the professional running world by beating 
Alfred Shnibb, Hans J-Iolmer, Guslave IJungstrom 
and all of the other j;<'od men in special races and 
making world's records. 


Bi»ih Queal and Sheppard have been in some hard 


races where it required the utmost heart power and 
sheer grit to win. 
After his race against "Pony" 


Wilson in England, when he won the 1,500 meter 
championship, Sheppard said:—• 


"I wns practically beaten In that race, but I wouldn't 


believe it, and it was my will power more than my 
running ability toward the end that put me across 
the tape a winner. 


Value of Confidence. 


"The great thing in running is to keep your head 


about, yon and to be confident of success at all times. 
Never believe tlle reports of the. vaunted prowess 
e.f an opponent until shown. I recall a race fit the 
Madison Square Garden, Now York, last winter, when 
Abel Kiviat. one of my teammates, who was entered 
in the event, called my attention to the entries, which 
Included the best, men in the country for the mile, find 
said to me, 'Mel, do you think I can get away with 
the rac'!?' 
'Why. of course, you can,' I answered. 


•Yon can beat them all.' Coach Tlobortson and I then 
Instilled the necessary confidence, and when he toed 
the mark he was convinced that, no one could beat 
him. 


"He was pushed to the, limit to win, but simply 


would not belif-ve that: ho could be beaten, and when 
ITodlnnd, of P.oston, ran him neck and neck, Kiviat 
made a superhuman effort and barely held his ad- 
vantage at the tape. Confidence is half the battle, and 
a man must have a good supply to win." 


Queal was not sure of himself when he ran against 


"Al" Shnibb for the. first, time. He knew that ho was 
fast, but wns frightened a bit by the wonderful record 
of the Englishman.

and at the. same time cover enough ground at each 
stride to make up for the quicker but shorter strides 
of your opponents. 


"To run a half mile in 1:55 a man ought to lie able 


to cover t:he first quarter of n mile in at. least. 54 
seconds. 
He should then have enough power left 


in him to finish up the other finartor in close to <iO 
seconds. 
It: is easy to give advice on the matter of 


how to train, but. there are practically no two eases 
alike, and experience has taught, me thnt: almost 
every man in the game has different methods of 
training." 


She.ppard expects to retire from the game in n year 


or two, and wants to garner a couple of European 
championships Ibis summer before he lays away his 
shoes for good.

His choppy, flatfootcd stride carries him over the 
ground with a speed that is absolutely marvellous for 
a man who runs loug distance races.

American, is owner of the great Campusano 
estate in Nicaragua. Fighting his way up 
from the position of a small rubber trader in 
the forest he has become the owner of the only 
ice plant in the Republic of Nicaragua and 
owns the electric light and power plant in 
Managua. 
The Campusano estate comprises 


57,000 acres of land, 2,500 head of cattle, 
225,000 rubber trees, thirty-five miles of 
barbed 
wire 
fences, numerous 
sawmills, 


docks and industrial plants, constituting a 
tremendous export trade. 
This story is a true account of an adven- 


ture which Mr. Solomon met with in 
1887 


while a trader in one of the great TTicaraguan 
rubber forests. 
The facts are detailed as he 


remembers them and as friends supplied 
them. 
Most of his life has been spent in 
Nicaragua, but he recently came to the 
United States for a few weeks' rest after a 
nervous breakdown. 
He will travel for a 


time, but will make his headquarters in New 
Orleans, where are situated the main offices of 
the company of which he is general man- 
ager. 
Dr. William IT. Thornton is a specialist in 
diseases carried by mosquitoes and has done 
notable research work in that line. The fee 
and donations which Mr. Solomon tendered 
him have enabled him to carry on the work.

X the lonely heart of the great rubber forest of 
Nicaragua, Theopblle M. Solomon sat In front of 
bis low roofed bamboo hut and puffed bine nicotine 
rings skyward. The smoke fronfthe breakfast fire 
rose in a straight, smudgy column against the clear 


azure of the March sky. and the crisp, appetizing odor 
of well fried bacon still lingered in the nir. 


All about were trees, great monster, age-old trees 


that rose like giant temple pillars out of the rich, 
tropical soil, and through the dim aisles, where they 
were not too close together, Solomon could glimpse 
the silver dazzle of the Plantaln^BiTcr. down which 
lay the outskirts of civilization and the way to home, 
America, where there was chance to spend the money 
which had been accumulating.
